Tbe Porto Rico Troops.

will be definitely decided. It is gen- 
erally believed that the first and second 
divisions will go. I'he movement will 
begin this Week and the railroads are 
all prepared. 


FORTY THOUSAND MEN 


To Be Sent to Invade Porto Kico. 


Vanguard of Expedition Already 


Started. 


"Washington, July 19.— Secretary Al- 


ger, as he left the white house at mid- 
night, announced that 'the vanguard of 
the Porto Rlean expedition had started 
from Cuba, 
Qr<Jers wefe sent to gen- 


eral Miles by Secretary Alger and to 
Admiral Sampson by Secretary L/ong to 
start for Porto Rico as soon as possible. 
The Yale, carrying General Miles and a 
part et the expedition, and other trans- 
ports carrying the remainder of the 
troops of General Shafter'a command, 
destined for Porto Ricij, will proceed to 
the landing place agreed upon under 
convoy of Admiral Sampson's vessels. 
Upon their arrival a landing will be 
effected under the guns of the warships 


Large forces wfU be hurried to Porto 


Rico from the United ^States. 
The 


troops At Charleston, which have been 
ready to leave for several days, are 
unfl<*r Orders to start at once. 
Unless 


delay's that are now unexpected should 
<*cur, all of th« troopa will have, em- 
barked before svrrltra-n today. 


The regular trwjps iiSVat Tampa will 


be hurried as rapidly as ships can carry 
them. 
It fs the expectation of the Sec- 


retary of war that within 10 days 40,000 
American troops will be on Porto Rlcaa 
soil. 


The question of transports for the 


jPorto Rico expedition and that of pro- 
viding subsistence for the army which 
(is to go there occupied tha attention of 
the officials of the quartermaster's and 
the subsistence departments of the 
fatmy during the entire afternoon. 
Ample transports ai* scattered along 
the Atlantic and gulf coastp and at San- 
tiago, and these will be concentrated as 
rapidly as possible at the embarking- 
points. Subsistence stores also are 
Abundant at aom6 of tbe points fr,6rn 
wKieh the troops are to start, and these 
will' be supplemented by additional sup- 
jplies as fast as <hey are needed. A vast 
iquafttity Will be shipped from Newport 
New*. Officials ttudied the map of 
iporto Jllco with a view among other 
things of determining the mpst available 
(port at which to land the army and sup- 
plies. They would not say, however, 
which one had been delected. It was 
suggested in tome quarters that the 
army might land on the southern coast 
near Ponce, to tha louthwfest of Ban 
Juan. 


Oeeeral Buwklni' CotnmlMloa. 


•' Gen*ral HawVlns on crutfhe*, with 
his wounded right foot, the first of the 
general officers to arrive from Santiago, 
got h(s major general's commission at 
the war department Monday. He and 
other officers from the front, with Count 
Von Goatzen, the German military ob- 
server, gave Secretary Alger additional

It Is "believed by the administration 


that after Porto Rico la taken and the 
Spanish coast is attacked by Commo- 
jdore Watson, Spain's pride mg.y become 
(sufficiently humbled to accept the In- 
evitable without waiting for the cap- 
ture of Havana, postponed until the 
close of the rainy season, but which the 
administration hopes will never have to 
be made by ships and troops. For the 
present there seems to be BO reason to 
longer hope for overtures from the 
Spanish government which our govern- 
ment can consider. 


It has been decided that none of the 


troops who participate! In the actual 
fighting before Santiago shall be em- 
ployed on the Porto Rico expedition. 
There ar« two reasons for this, first tho 
uien have suffered severely from hard- 
ships, tho cllmato and from fever, and 


"**'"• •- - ••••».• second, It Is 


deemed to be very bad practice to allow 
the soldiers who have been exposed to 
yellow fever to be brought In contact 
•with these fresh from the United States. 
There is also still another reason, a 
purely military one. Ten thousand 
Spanish troops are at HolEuin, Man- 
zanillo and oth«r points within striking 
distance of Santiago, and they might 
not lose an opportunity to recover tha 
ground lost at Santiago if the place were 
left Insufficiently nrotected. 
There- 


fore Shatter's, entire army is to be kept 
on guard on the high hills In the rear of 
the town ujttll the men have stamped 
out the yellow fevfr. Then they will 
take a turn at the Spaniards If they can 
be found, and it may be that Shatter's 
marcfc will end. at Havana. He will 
work as far from his base as possible 
after his army is thoroughly refreshed, 
hunting the enemy wherever they are 
liable to be found. 


Work of the Navy. 


The part Which the navy is to take in 


the assault ag-ain?t Porto Rico has been 
fully matured. The several transport 
fleets will have with them one or two 
auxiliary craft, carrying strong second- 
ary batteries of six or eight ^ix-pnund- 
ers. The report that three monitors are 
on their way from Key West to San 
Juan is unauthorised. It is the general 
understanding, however, that the navy 
wili rely mainly on armored ships Tor the 
bombardment of San Juan, as the big 
battleships and monitors afford the best 
means of offensive warfare, while their 
armor belts protect them from such fire 
as the San Juan batteries can bring to 
bear. The fortifications there are muc;'. 
like those of Santiago, with a castle at 
the entrance of the harbor and a number 
of lesser fortifications leading up to the 
city. These, however, are \'it-.ved -with 
less awe since an examination of the 
promontory batteries at Santiago has 
shown thefn tp be antiquated and cap- 
able of little effective resistance. 


The movement of the ships from San- 


tiago to their new fields of action will 
begin at once, and it is probable that 
some of Samoson's ships were detached 
yesterday and proceeded with General 
Miles' first expedition towards Porto 
Rico. They will be needed to cover tha 
debarkation of the troops. The others 
will follow us soon as the fcrtl army ex- 
pedition 16 ready to n^ake a landing, 
when the attack will begin simultane- 
ously on land and sea. 


For the Goverament of Santiago. 


By direction of President McKinley 


a state paper has been issued which 
provides in general terms for the gov- 
ernment of the province of Santiago, and 
Is the first document of the kind ever 
prepared by a president of the United 
States. The paper i? not only an au- 
thorization and instruction of General 
iShafter for :he government of the cap- 
tured territory, but also a proclamation 
to the people of the territory of the in- 
tention of th» government of the United 
States regarding them and their inter- 
ests. It marks the formal establlsh- 
jment of a new political power in Cuba, 
and insures to the people of the terri- 
tory over which the power extends ab- 
solute security in the exercise of their 
private rights and relations, as we'll as 
security to their persons and property. 
Among other things It says: 


While It is held to be the right of the 


conqueror to levy contributions upon 
ithe enemy In thPir seaports, towns or 
provinces which may be In his military 
possession by conquest and to apply the 
(proceeds to defray the expenses of the 
war, this right Is t6 be exercised within 
puch limitations that it may rot savor 
»f confiscation. As the result of mili- 
tary occupation the taxes and duties 
payable by the Inhabitants to the former 
government become payable to the mili- 
tary occupant, unless he sees fll to sub- 
etltute for them other rates or modes of 
contribution to the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. The moneys s» collected are 
te be used for the purpose of paying the 
expenses of government under the mill-, 
tary occupation, such as the salaries of 
tbp JM<I«TP«I nnd ttip pnllop nnfl thf ptv- 
rnent of the expenses o'f the army. 
Private property taken for the use of 
the army Is tb be paid for when possible 
In cash at a fair valuation, and whe-n 
payment In cash Is not possible, receipts 
•re to be given. 


All ports and places in Cuba which 


may be In the actual possession of our 
land and naval forces will be opened to 
the commerce of all neutral powers, a.s 
well as our own, In articles not contra- 
band of war, upon payment of the pre- 
scribed rates of duty which may be In 
(force at the time of the importation. 


Uncertain of Th«lr Ground. 


Santiago, July 19.—The residents of 


the city seem to bo uncortaln of their 
ground, movod alternately by regret 
that the Spanish sovorplgnty has ceased 
to be potential in Santiago province and 
by a feeling of happiness that the Amerl- 
jcans are here to food them and to keep 
the jjubane Jnjeash.

Thaft at Fort Adapts.

at Fort Adams containing the wages of 
many of tho soldiers, an amount thought 
to be $800, was stolen cither Sunday 
night or Monday morning. Three regu- 
lars of the Seventh heavy artillery were 
arrested on suspicion, and are being held j 
for court-martial. 


The money belonged fqr the most part 


to the volunteers, and they hat entrust- 
ed it to the adjutant for safekeeping 
until transmission home.

Hong Kong, July 19.—An Important 


Interview has just been held between 
General Agulnaldo's secretary, Legarda, 
a prominent white man, and the Span- 
ish commander, Captain General Au- 
gustin. 
The insurgents' 
representa- 


tives urged General Augustfn to sur- 
render the city, asserting that 50,000 In- 
surgents surrounded Manila and were 
able to enter it at any moment. Thus 
far, they adcjed, the insurgents had been 
restrained with difficulty, 
but if the 


Spaniards continued stubborn the re- 
sult would be that the Insurgents would 
be compelled to bombard and storm the 
city, "with the Inevitable slaughter, un- 
paralleled In history, because in the ex- 
citement oi battle they cannot discrim- 
inate." Continuing, the captain 
gen- 


eral's visitors advised him to disregard 
the official fictions regarding alleged 
Spanish victories In Cuba and reinforce- 
ments coming to the Philippine islands, 
and proposed a reconciliation between 
the Spaniards and the Philippines under 
a republican flag and a joint endeavor 
to persuade the Americans to abandon 
hostilities in the Philippines. Finally, 
the representatives of the insurgents 
proposed an appeal to the powers to 
recognize 
the independence of the 


Philippine islands. The captain gen- 
eral replied that h* must fight, how- 
ever hopeless the Spanish cause. Le- 
garda then returned to Cavite, taking 
with him the white man, who is a 
paroled prisoner. 


The natives inside the city say they 


received a fortnight ago a concerted 
signal to prepare fop storming the walls. 
A second signal, fixing the date of the 
(assault, has not yet been ^sued, and 
they are tired of waiting and-are losing 
faith in Agulnaldo. The latter, it is 
alleged, finds it extremely difficult to 
capture the town fortifications. His 
previous successes, it Is pointed out, 
were easy, because of the nature of the 
defenses, which suited his skirmishes. 
It Is further alleged that the principal 
points captured by the insurgents were 
obtained possession of through treach- 
ery. Th» Insurgents are now bringing 
artillery around by sea from Blalabon, 
which is tedious and troublesome work. 
They are also obtain!- 3 detailed reports 
of the condltloh of affairs from the in- 
side of the city. 


Admiral Dewey is establishing a more 


strict blockade, lest it be Invalidated by 
permitting neutrals to visit Cavite and 
Malabon and send and receive mails, 
enclosing surreptitiously Spanish dis- 
patches. He has threatened to station 
warshljjs opposite the city, which might 
precipitate hostilities, as the Spanish 
officers declare they will certainly fire 
on any American within ranee, regard- 
less of the consequences. 


The second Installment of American 


troops Is expected here dally, and the 
last detachments are booked to arrive 
here early In August. Probably mili- 
tary operations will be deferred until 
thi} September dry season, when It Is 
cooler, and possibly then, bloodshed may 
be unnecessary. 


A Spanlsb steamer, the Flllplnas, has 


Just been brought In here in the hands 
of the insurgents. It appears that she 
'.vs.? on {no northsrn caist and eic«p- 
»ng to China with a native crew on 
board when the latter revolted, killed 
the Spanish officers and brought th« 
vessel to Cavite. 


The- Spaniards are dally employing 


convicts to fell trees and burn huts on 
the outskirts of the town, and fw.iHados 
continue; but otherwise the position (• 
unchanged. The etock of flour is prac- 
tically exhausted, but the supplies of 
rice and buffalo meat \ifl last for 
months longer.

FOR WINDOW GARDENS. 


Ample Way* Tor Boys and Girls to Gain 


Arongeraetit X'rom Vegetables. 


A few interesting and pretty features 


may be added to young people's gardens 
by the common vegetables. 
Carrots, 


turnips, parsnips, potatoes and beans 
can all be put to unique and decorative 
uses by any ingenious boy or girl. 


Take a large carrot and ctit it off 


about five inches from the thick end. 
Scrape out the pale yellow center nntil 
there is a hole three inches deep. Tie a 
Btont string around it, hang in a light 
place and fill the hollow center with 
water. In a few days the yonng sprouts 
•will begin to shoot, and it will not be 
long before the feathery carrot leaves 
grow ont and up so as to almost entirely 
cover the jwllow root 


The parsnip is treated in the same 


way, .and when hung alternately with 
the carrots they make a very effective 
ehowiug. The water must be daily re- 
newed. 


Many amusing little things can be 


made with the use of cress seed and 
pieces of old woolen material. A bottle 
tightly covered with flannel, dipped in 
water and rolled In cress seed, will soon 
be covered with a green, velvety surface 
if kept moist and in the light. 


A boy who spends his summers on a 


New England farm, with more in- 
genuity than opportunity, makes each 
year a most interesting little garden 
with the means of the few vegetables 
and seeds at his command. 


In one confer of his garden he erects 


a little square rustic arbor of bean poles. 
Next he plants scarlet runner beans, and 
as soon as they get to be almost sis 
inches high he begins to train them up 
strings leading to the poles. The scarlet 
runner is hardy, grows with great ra- 
pidity and bears clusters of scarlet blos- 
soms. They will grow in whatever di- 
rection the strings along which they 
climb are arranged, so the little garden- 
er has limitless methods of arranging 
for doors and windows in his summer 
honse. 


About the 1st of Tune he starts his 


carrots and parsnips. He hangs them 
alternately along the front side of the 
summer house—the one side where the 
scarlet runner is uot allowed to creep. 
In the little windows formed by the 
creepers he hangs sweet potatoes, al- 
ways choosing the place where they 
will get the most sun. 


In the center of the summer house he 


usually has a small wooden table, over 
which is tacked a piece of dark blue 
flannel. On this he grows cress seed. 
One year he marked it off like a checker- 
board and kept it flourishing with cress 
all through the summer by replenishing 
the seed. .Tnst as the green squares were 
reaching perfection he would sprinkle 
the blue ones with fresh seed, s« that 
when one crop died down another was 
ready to tako its place. 


Another yoar he covered a round 


pumpkin with pale bine flannel, and 
with the cress seed designed a map of 
the world. He arranged this on a short 
pole and with the aid of a wire man- 
aged to have it revolve. 


Another interesting experiment is to 


put a bunch of grape blossoms into a 
bottle with a small neck and hang the 
bottle to the vine. In time the blossoms 
will drop off and the grapes will form. 
They will soon completely fill the bot- 
tle, and if kept in the sun will ripen. 
Care should be taken to empty the bot-

MISSED Mo\AJiOHS. 


ROYAL RULERS WHO NARROWLY ES- 


CAPED VIOLENT DEATH. 


Louis Philippe Had Lead Pumped at Him 


For Fourteen Tears—The Attempts on 
Queen Victoria's Ufe — Emperor Wil- 
liam Had Many Close Calls. 


The list of missed monarchs Is, taking It 


no further back than the last half dozen 
rtccades or $o, an interesting subject of 
consideration. At the head of it we find 
the most missed monarch of his own or 
indeed of any ngo, Louis Philippe. For a 
matter of 14 years this monarch was con- 
stantly having lead pumped at him. Hia 
esperience bcg,«nonNov. 19, 1S33. Some- 
body—it was norer properly ascertained 
who—opened flro upon him on the Pont 
Kouf. 
Thl» was but a foretaste. 
Fieschi 


followed with his Infernal machine July 
38, 1838. Nineteen barrels, with four 
balls in each, arrange^ to cover a space of 
25 feet wide and 10 feet high, accounted 
for Marshal Mortler, three other military 
officers and five civilians on the spot. The 
king rode home without a scratch. 
Ali- 


baucl followed June 2o, 1886; Meurnier in 
December of tho same year. Darmes drew 
his bead in iS40. Leconte had pot shots 
at his sovereign from behind a wall in 
1846, and before that year was out Henri 
had done his best to "snipe" him from tho 
garden of tho Tuilerios. And all these 
operators had provided themselves with at 
least four shots apiece. All they succeeded 
in doing fo their target was to lodge a bit 
of wadding in one of his ambrosial whisk- 
ers. 


Meantime Oxford in 1840, John Francis 


in 1813, Bean a few weeks later in the 
samo year and William Hamilton in 1849 
had all scored misses against the sovereign 
lady of tbeso realms, who was to have yet 
a furthc* experience at Wijidsor station in 
1S82, whon Maclean, the homicidal luna- 
tic, made hfs attempt. 


But for what happened at St. Peters- 


burg at 3 o'clock in tho afternoon of 
March 13, 1881, the second Alexander of 
Russia might have been as much missed 
as the citizen king himself. Karakozow 
had mjcsoi him »t St. Petersburg in 1866. 
Berezowskl b^-.d missed him again in Paris 
on tliat historic 0th of .Tune in 1867. Sol- 
oveiff failed in 1879. They laid a mine for 
him just ouljldij Moscow and the imperial 
luggngo tnjJn happened to bo running 
first that day. Thon they fllled a vault be- 
low the diniiss room at the Winter palace. 
But that Pebmary evening it so foil out 
that the imfdttiil dinner party was a little 
later than usual. Tho czar had gone to 
meet tho Prince of Hesse. The mine was 
firod before the party had entered the 
room. Before the Borhi "accident" the 
son of Alexander II had had a couple of 
experiences. One ofncer all but had him 
at Gatschina in 18S7. Another missed 
him even more narrowly the next year. 


Thrice missed was her most Catholic 


majesty Isabella-^by La Kiva in 1847, by 
Morino, the priest, in 1853, though it was 
only the busk of her corsets that saved 
her, and by Raymond Fuentes in 1856. 
Alfonso XII was missed by Moncasi in 
1878 and by Francesco Otelo Gonzales 
subsequently. When the Due d'Aosta was 
King Amadeus, a party of five went for 
him at Madrid in the Calle Arenal, but it 
was one of the party who was killed. Even 
the popular Francis Joseph has been 
missed twice. Llbenyi grazed his majes- 
ty's neck with a knife in 1853. Overdank 
was less successful later. 


The third Napoleon was very badly 


missed. Pianori gave him both barrels afc 
the corner of the Rue de Balzac in the 
last days of May, 1855. Belleemarre's 
pistol threw too high on Sept. 8, that 
year, when the emperor was just enter- 
ing the Theatre Italien, and Orsini & Co. 'a 
failure on Jan. 14, 1858, just outside the 
old Opera In tho Rue Lepelletier, is tho 
most historic of them all. We had Wa- 
lewski writing from tho Quay d'Orsay to 
Persigny at Albert Uato to know if we 
"gave hospitality to assBBsins." We had 
Pam's conBpiracy to murder bill and ita 
defeat on its second rending and the min- 
istry out and Lord Derby and Disraeli in, 
Mr. Gladstone and tho other "Peelites" 
voting with tbo majority. 


The "incidentals of office" had fallen 


to King Humbert's lot before Acclarito 
mot him in the way. Giovanni Passananti 
had missed him on Kov. 17, 1878. 


The great and good King William, both 


as king and as emperor, knew what being 
missed felt like. Oskar jJeckcr lurked for 
him in tho Lilicnthal Allee, Badon, ono 
July morning in 1861 while his majesty 
was taking his early constitutional. Oskar 
left his mark, too, on tho royal neck. 
Hodcl waited till May 11, 1878, whon he 
scored two misses. In less than two 
months afterward Nobiling, "doctor of 
philosophy and scientific agriculture," 
proved how much bettor it would have 
been for him to stick to philosophy and 
agriculture. 
He peppered the aged em- 


peror with a shotgun from a second floor 
window in tho Unter den Linden. There 
wore some 80 pellets to bo counted about 
the imperial physiognomy and forearm. 
Tho recipient seems to have thoughtfrather 
uncomfortably about himself. He insisted 
upon "Unsor Fritz" becoming regent. 
Put It prf-cri n m!?0, sftT all. 


Tho egregious faihire which ha* added 


tho king of Greece to this company will 
be fresh in everybody's recollection. 
For 


tho rest, Milan I of Servia, qualified for a 
place on the list, it appears, in 1882, and 
Pedro II of Brazil became entitled to ono 
in 1889. But those are missea which have 
more immediately concerned tho parties 
themselves than the world at largo. Al- 
together tho missed monarch seems to be 
the rule, which is an assuring considera- 
tion for them.all. —Pall Mall Gazette.

TRANSFERRING PICTURES. 


If Son Wiib to Reprint Them on Glat*, 


Here's the Recipe. 


Prints or lithographs may be trans- 


ferred to glass, by a very simple process. 


The glass is cleaned with alcohol and 


a polisher, tLen coated with &ne dam- 
mar Tarnish, Hid on very evenly. 


It is then pti* away in a place where 


there is no dust, where it ia to remain 
until it' is so sticky that when tonched 
with the finger the glass, if a small 
plate, may be lifted by the adhesion. 


The picture to be transferred must be 


soaked in rainwater until it is complete- 
ly saturated, then placed between sheets 
of blotting paper and gently pressed. 


This removes all superfluous water. 


JTow put the picture face down npon 
the sticky side of the glass. 


The utmost care is necessary in plac- 


ing it, as once it touches it oannot be 
moved without danger of tearing out 
pieces of the print. 


When it is adjusted, begin at one 


corner and press the picture closely 
npon the adhesive surface, watching it 
continually to see that no air bubbles 
appear between the picture and the var- 
nished surface. 


When this is finished, put the picture 


away again, let it remain until quite 
dry, then lay a wet towel over the back 
of the picture until the paper ia thor- 
oughly soaked. 


Now begin at one corner, and with 


the fingers, frequently dipped in water 
so that they will remain wet, rub off 
the white paper. 


Continue this until all of the white 


portion is removed. This will leave only 
the color of the picture upon the glass. 


At the finish give the back a rather 


heavy coatlof transparent varnish. 


T - * 
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thin seoond ooat. 


When this is perfectly dry, frame the 


picture with a very thin glass over tho 
varnished side. Hang in the window as 
a transparency. 


A few attempts may be necessary be- 


fore expert handling is acquired, but 
perseverance will bring success, and 
with care and a little ingenuity very 
many beautiful pictures may be prepar- 
ed.

This is 
ohiuily because, though not succe.sbful in 
XfW York, sho has wou great praise in 
London and other old world cities. 


Zcho do Lussan is of American birth, 


but her family is French, and its history 
has been filled with rouiunoo. Her grand 
lather was an ardent* republican, and was 
killed while fighting for tho first repablio. 
His espousal of tho cause- of tho pcoplo 
naturally li><} to the fall of tho family's 
fortunes, and his son came to Amerxj. 
with his wife Eugenie. Sho was on un- 
usually clover, we'.i educated woman ;\nd 
on oiport linguist. She was alio expert, 
with her pun, and for soiuo years after 
their arrival hero helped support I ho fam- 
ily by writing American letters and gen- 
eral articles for the press of Paris, Lon- 
don, Berlin and Vienna. 
1'elin was born 


In New York about 25 years URO. 


Sho began to sing when only a young 


girl, and, liar vpice showing decided pos- 
sibilities, her mother took great pains with 
her musical education. Zolio's first sing- 
Ing for pay was in a church choir when 
she was only 17. She soon gave up tho 
choir, however, and at 19 mado her first 
appearance in oycra with tho Bofton 
Ideals. Her troubles began right then. 
Her singing appeared to be all right. 
Some of the critics indeed praised it to tho 
skies, but somehow she couldn't get along 
with the other members of the company, 
and the engagement lasted only a year. 


Most of her singing with tho Ideals was 


done on the road, and her friends said the 
trouble all arose from the fact that sho get 
better newspaper notices in the interior 
towns than elder members of the company 
could command. 
Alter sho left tho Ideals 


she went on tho road in a company of her 
own, doing fairly well most of tho time 
and scoring some notable successes, espe- 
cially in Bcstoa, and later venturing an 
appearaucu hero in "Carmen." 


l)e Jjossau's Great Foreign Success. 
Her friends expected great things from 


her Carmen. Her voice is admirably suited 
to its airs, her personality seems to fit the 
part to perfection, and she was known to 
have studied it with tho greatest care. 
But somehow sha failed to convince the 
people and the critics that sho was an ideal 
Carman, and tho engagement resulted in 
failure instead of success. 


Then she wont abroad, where she joined 


Carl Rosa's English Opera company, as a 
member of which she won unstinted ap- 
plause, impressing tbe "better classes" so 
favorably that sho was "commanded" to 
sing before the queen. This is of course 
a high honor, and of course it is a good 
deal more than an honor. It is virtually 
a guarantee that success will continue a 
long time, since all English swelldom, 
supplemented by all English toadydom, 
naturally makes it a point to take up an 
artist who has been favored by royalty. 


Tho young singer was almost swept off 


her feet by the augmented triumphs that 
followed her perfornbanofe on the boards of 
"Windsor castjlo, where the queen always 
hears opera apd witnesses theatrical per- 
formances. This was trua to such an ex- 
tent that Zelie allowed herself to be inter- 
viewed by ttfe newspapers at length re- 
garding the queen and the performance, 
and there were some murmurings at the 
details with which the story was told. 
These did oot really amount to much, 
however, since when the interview was 
read a second time it was seen that sho 
had said nothing so very terrible after all, 
though the naivete of her utterances was 
long referred to as a most delicious evi- 
dence of thorough Americanism. 


Ever since her successful appearance at 


\Vindsdr castle general regret has been ex- 
pressed by certain musical critics and 
operatic managers because of Zeliede Lus- 
san's apparent unwillingness again to ap- 
pear on this side tho sea in spito of the 
fact that England's queen is probably no 
better judge of operatic performances than 
most nice old ladies of unimpeachable 
family relations. But it is probable th.it 
De Lussan will be successful in her com- 
ing assault on tho operatic stage in Amer- 
ica, since some of the best critics abroad 
now speak extremely well of her work. 


Tbe Vivacious Miss Crabtree. 


The first news the public has had of tho 


vivacious Miss Crabtroe, once familiar 
from ocean to ocean.as Lotta, tho mu- 
sical comedy star, was printed in tho New 
York papers simultaneously with tho 
statement of Mllo. Zelie's coming return 
to this country. The news about Lotta, 
however, has nothing to do with a reap- 
pearance on tho stage, but rather with her 
continued evasion of a marshal who de- 
sires to serve tho ex-star with papers in a 
horrid lawsuit. 


Lotta will probably never again be seen 


•upon the boards. She is of at least middle 
age and rich enough to pass the remainder 
of her life at her ease. Sho was fortunate 
in secluding herself from tho public long 
before it tired of her, and she declares she 
can see no reason why she should again 
burden horself with work. 


It would not bo easy to make an accu- 


rate estimate of Lotta Crabtree's fortune, 
but it must be larger than any of any oth- 
er American actress, for as long ago as 
188!) she presented the city of San yran- 
tisco, where her first girlish triumphs 
were achieved, with a handsome bronze 
fountain costing $60,000 at the least, and 
she owns valuable real estate in New York, 
Boston, Chicago, Indianapolis and St. 
Louis. She was one of tho luckiest girls 
in America nil through her stage career, 
but she was also one of the most indus- 
trious. Perhaps her mother was her great- 
est piece of luck. The two were always 
together, save when Lotta was actually on 
tho stage, and even then Mrs. Crabtree 
rarely got farther away from her daughter 
than the spaco behind tho wings. 


Lotta not only began her stage career in 


California, but sho passed the major part 
of her childhood there. Her father was a 
miner, though not a highly successful one, 
and sorao of her earliest memories include 
life in a log cabin on the banks of a stream 
named RabbiC creek.

THE, 
DAIRYMAN'S WIFE. 


An Ideal Not Realized by Everybody on 


Earth. 


"The Dairy Farmer's Wife" was the 


subject of a prize essay read before the 
Missouri Dairy association by M. W. 
Wood of Pike county in that state. She 
shotild, says the essayist, have confi- 
dence in man, the cow and her lacteal 
fluid—know its constituent elements 
end their uses and abuses. She should 
believe in milk as a diet for babes, 
youth and men of adult age; should 
Jove the cow as a God given blessing to 
the human family. 
She should be a 


neat, tidy woman in her dress, and. 
when sho walks into her dairy it 
should bo a model of neatness and clean- 
liness free from all blemishes—a large 
room with trough to set her milk cans 
in, supplied with running, cool, spring 
water to the depth of half the heighth 
of the cans, the cans thoroughly clean- 
ed, aired and sweetened in the sunlight;, 
shining bright as new dollars, before 
the milk goes into them. The windows 
and ventilators of her dairy should be 
covered with gauze wire screens, so that 
neither fly, gnat or smallest insect can 
enter, or in any manner intrude its 
presence. She will keep the floor of her 
dairy cleanly swept and moistened with 
water, so not a particle of dust arise 
from her footfall as she passes in or 
out. 
She will have her dairy stand re- 


mote from barn, stable, pig sty or any 
other source of deleterious odors that 
might taint or be absorbed by the ex- 
tremely sensitive product of the dairy 
cow. The dairyman's wife will aid her 
husband in placing her model rolls of 
gilt edged butter in crates for shipment, 
neatly covered with snow white nap- 
kins, interlaid with ice in summer, and 
BO cased in winter that print and mono- 
grams can be easily read by city mer- 
chants to whom consigned for sale. This 
•model wife should regard her butter as 
the apple of her eye—her stock in trade. 
To it she should look for her good name. 
Upon its character and quality depends 
her lasting reputation as a model 
dairy wife and butter maker. Moreover, 
the dairyman's wife should have a strong 
arm and aa iron will. She should have 
a nerve to brook any trial or any emer- 
gency. 


Any One Can Slake Good Butter, 


The writer and his wife have worked 


up slowly, step by step, from tbe old 
stone crock and dash churn to the sep- 
arator and modern appliances of all 
kinds for doing the work speedily and 
well; from a few scrub cows to a fine 
herd of high grade and full blood dairy 
cows; from cows that made only 100 
pounds of butter a year to cows that 
make more than three times that 
amount. 
We have met difficulties, 


many of them, and still meet them, but 
determination to win will overcome 
them. 


The idea that one must be supplied 


with all the modern machinery for 
making butter before good butter can be 
made is erroneous. Modern appliances 
lighten labor and do the work more 
economically. "We made just as good 
quality of butter when we raised our 
cream in tin cans set in a cheap wooden 
tank as we did when using a high, priced 
creamer, or as we now make when using 
a separator. I have a friend who was 
noted for making fine butter before sep- 
arators came in use. A tank and cans, 
the cost of which did not exceed $5, 
were used, set under a plum tree at 
least 50 feet from the well from which 
he carried the water to cool the milk; 
lots of work, but it was a step toward 
something better. He now has a separa- 
tor and convenient dairy room. These 
friends, like many others, did not com- 
plain of lack of opportunity, but used 
the means they had to better their con- 
dition instead of complaining about no 
change to isiurove.—Cor. Rural Worlt 


The Soldiers' Mascot. 


The Sixth Pennsylvania regiment,

STAVE SILO. 


Bometblog Simple and Cheap Which Al- 


most Anybody Can Make. 


Hoard's Dairyman tells how to make 


» simple and economical stave silo. A 
vuitablo size is about 10 feet in diame- 
ter and 20 feet dopp. The hoops are of 
fiv<c-eigi)tb.s inch round iron, two at the 
bottom, then one two feet above, an- 
other three feet above the last, and so 
on, tho spaces increasing regularly to 
tho top. Each hoop is iu two pieces, and 
these piecns are joined in the rear 


STAVE SILO. 


tbe same as in front by passing through 
hard wood blocks as shown, with wash- 
ers and nuts, so as to loosen or tighten 
as may be necessary. Iron blocks or 
shoes are sometimes used for this pur- 
pose. 


The staves should be two inches thick 


and may be four, six or eight inches 
wide, but the narrower the better. It is 
not at all necessary that they should be 
SO feet long, as they may be easily 
spliced. Saw into the ends that are to 
come together and insert a narrow piece 
of galvanized sheet iron—say two inches 
wide and as long as the staves are 
wide. Neither is it necessary to bevel 
the staves, but set them up with the in- 
ner edges close together, and they will 
swell and make a tight joint. Many 
prefer to bevel the staves and set them 
'•gather with dowels. 


j»bors £or takfiiig uut tne enslTJtgfc are 


provided for every space except the low- 
est. Tboca doors need not be cut out un- 
Hrfero iron) tiling, and then should be 
cut beveling at top, bottom and sides, 
largest all around on tho inside. A strip 
of building paper tacked aronnd the 
edges will supply the waste of the saw. 
The pieces forming these doors should 
be firmly and permanently fastened to- 
gether by cleats or bands. 


To erect such a silo build a foundation 


some six or eight inches larger than the 
diameter of the silo and high enough 
so that the earth may be graded up so 
as to turn all surface water from the 
structure, level the top of wall and set 
up the staves, using lath or any thin 
stuff to hold them in place until some 
of the hoops can be put on and tight- 
ened. 


How to Make Poor Batter. 


Mrs. E. E. Wood tells in the Jersey 


Bulletin what she would do to make 
poor butter. What she would do agrees 
BO well with what some people are do- 
ing that we give it place in onr col- 
umns. The lady says: I am not aware 
that I ever made any poor butter, and 
for nearly a score of years butter from 
my hands has brought 25 cents or more 
a pound the year round, which is, I 
think, evidence of its merit. However, 
were I to set out to make poor butter 
the first thing I should do would be to 
let the milk (if set in pans) stand until 
it was covered with white spots, and 
the next would be to allow the cream 
to remain until it was a mass of fer- 
mentation before churning. Then if the 
thermometer showed about 70 degrees 
when inserted in the cream and the 
churn smelled decidedly cheesy I should 
know I was on the right track When 
the butter had "come" in a soft, 
"squashy1" mass, I wbfild take it out of 
the churn and make a feint at washing 
it with cold water, salt it, and after 
only half getting out the buttermilk 
pack it a^way. There would be streaks 
and mottles caused by insufficiently in- 
corporating the salt, the remaining but- 
termilk would soon become rancid (for 
what more quickly gets to smell "old" 
than buttermilk?), the mold spores in 
the cream (in other words, the bacteria) 
would begin to get in their work, and I 
would have poor batter in a very short 
tima.

by the Fanning Population. 


Boston, July 19.— Last week's rains 


were not very copious, yet they re- 
freshed the earth in Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and eastern Massachusetts, 
producing a noticeable effect in the 
fields. 
Tbe absence of moisture is 


felt elsewhere in New England, thougrh 
the crops have not begun to wilt so 
as to cause alarm. Frost did consider- 
able damage in the north. 


Maine — Observers 
in 
the 
various 


counties describe different conditions. 
There is perfect agreement as to 
hay, of which, there is a large crop 
everywhere. 
Grain tin Androscoggin 


is rusting badly, while at Washington 
and Penobscot the condition is most 
promising at present. 
Potatoes are 


good in Washington and Aroostook; in 
Kennebec, Oxford, Somerset and Wa.ldo, 
on the other hand, drought and beetles 
are affecting the plants materially. All 
crops are growing wonderfully in Knox. 


New Hampshire — Belknap potatoes 


are poor because of the drought, but 
grain is generally good. 
Drought is 


injuring Carroll crops generally. 
Rain 


is needed for Cheshire potatoes, corn 
and pastures, and apples are falling. 
Showers have improved Merrimac crops, 
but apples will be short. 
In Racking- 


ham hoed crops need rain; pastures 
still good; haying soon finished. Corn, 
potatoes and email fruit are suffering 
in Strafford and Sullivan. 


Vermont — From all counties come re- 


ports of the desire for rain, the want 
of which is beginaing to be felt, though 
the crops are in fair condition. 
Po- 


tatoes are rusting badly in some sec- 
tions of Addison, and corn is belott the 
average. 
Dry weather is rolling1 corn

THE ORGANIST. 


Though Jeremy Dodd was a good man, 


respected by many, I never fott it possible 
to receive him into tho inner circle of 
those for whom respect is tempered with 
affection. 
The reasons wero many, bu! 


:hief of all was this principal offense, that 
Jeremy, though by trede a suiter of iroi 
jna a sboer nt horses on thf> ''nlibath tl;r. 
led the singing at Bethesda chapel upoi 
an aged instrument of much harshness. 


This barraonmir, one of the moat con- 


trary and difficult of an obstinate race. 
tras, despite its quj-to ordinary aceouter 
wont of walnut and green baize, regarded 
by tho people with a veneration tbronqt 
whose mystic haae shone Mr. Dedd him 
lelf—a veritable maestro. 


Jeremy strongly Shared the popular mu- 


sical tendency to illustrato words and 
Ideas by different shades of sound, but 
trhile at the mention of depth many or- 
ganists cause doubts of the blower's faith- 
fulness to his trust by «he sudden faint- 
ness of their utterlogs, Jeremy always 
greeted such references with the most 
Itrident of tones. Our instrument was 
rich in such and never failed him. 


Occasionally, however, when we sang 


of the valley of the shadow of death ho 
reverently drew bis favorite stop, and the 
realistic results thus produced had been 
known so to affect Farmer Robinson's 
wife that she gave up her morning gossip 
in the porch and went quietly home. 


When first I knew him, Jeremy Dodd 


bad been for three years a widower. He 
was a sad man, morose in manner and 
(canty of speech, and at first in sympathy 
I thought him the bearer of a hidden sor- 
row, but his neighbors enlightened uae on 
that ppint, giving of the late Mrs. Dodd a 
brief biographical sketch remarkable for 
its lack of good deeds and denying to its 
subject even the redeeming quality of 
good intentions.

•&o I suppose, Mrs. Bell." 


The poor woman's disappointment was 


so sudden that she nearly dropped the 
:hoese, and I, repenting, added, "What 
have you heard about it?" 


"Well, sir, it is said that Mr. Dodd Is 


walking out most regular with Mary Kit- 
son, the foundling girl what Mr. and 
Mrs. Withers adopted, having none of 
iheir own, more than 20 years ago." 


"Mrs. Bell," 1 said, "what you tell me 


Is very iate.estlcg and quite news to me, 
izcept that for some weeks past I have 
noticed a great change in Mr. Dodd, 
irhich I now understand."

Jeremy Dodd took unto himself Mary Kit- 
ion to wife, and all the village was glad.

Add one-fourth of u tea- 
spoonful of salt, then beat it until it be- 
comes cold.

with tho tips of tho fingers, then with n 
moderately coarse towel proceed to rub it 
off.

This oil may be used 
at any time, bat it is better to use it at 
night, following with the hot water, with- 
out soap.

While Admiral Sampson down in Cu- 


ba is pounding Into submission the 
haughty spirits of the dons the admi- 
ral's family is winning golden opinions 
in Glen Ridge, N. J., on account of the 
calm and philosophical way in which its 
members view the fortunes of war. Glen 
Ridge is a town about 15 miles from 
New York on the Delaware and Lack- 
awanna railroad. It is as quiet and se- 
date a town as even New Jersey can 
boast and is sufficiently near to tho 
Oranges to lay claim to some reputation 
as an aristocratic summer resort. The 
Sampson cottage is about three blocks 
away from the red brick station that 
looks not unlike a miniature edition of 
Morro Castle, with its tall, ivy covered 
turrets, its cut stone buttresses and 
high bridge.

most ancient times down to the present 
day has always been one of unqualified 
dignity and repute. 
Even the Gre*>k 


Eod» had much consideration (and had 
reason to havf) for their womankind. 
T)ld not evfti; Vulran feel for hl» some- 
what frlvolon.s uifo no small decree j/ 
that conjugal fe;ir which IB akin to rc- 
•pfict? And In what page of Greek hin- 
tory may we not trace the writing of a

woman's hand? There were details of 
Aspagla's life of which all Greeks could 
not have approved: but, for all that, hr;r 
life was one of public dignity and uni- 
versal respect, for all Greece admired 
her beauty and respected her Intellect. 
Greek women In the vast majority liava 
been able, and tho Greokn have always 
been great reHpwlors of ability. 


Glnncing at the position of woman In 


Greece and then considering tho mur- 


riage customs of the modern Greeks, 
the unthoufehtful and the superficially 
thinking are easily surprised to find 
that many of those customs point to- 
ward the inferiority and the subjuga- 
tion of womankind. But the reason, the 
explanation, Is lucidity Itself and not 
far to seek. A conquered nation adopts 
tho habits, tho trir-ks of mnnner and of 
custom, of its conquerors far sooner 
than It does their feelings, points of 
view or thought methods. 


From a long wed ring of a Turkish 


yoke of bondage tho Greeks, who are 


naturally almost as adaptive and Imi- 
tative as the Japanese, inevitably slip- 
ped into many Turkish methods and 
ways of life, and hence the many pro- 
nounced resemblances between the mar- 
riage customs of Greece and those of 
Turkey. 


Tho survivals of the marriage rites of 


classical times which we find In the 
marriage rites of modern Greece are In- 
tensely interesting, but not surprising 
to oven the easiest going Htudent of a 
people so 
retentive of memory and 


sentiment as are the Greeks, among 


whom It is far shor,t of phenomenal to 
meet a peasant who can recite exactly 
and explain and annotate minutely un- 
broken pages of Homer. Nor Is it sur- 
prising that tho marriage customs of 
modern Russia and of modern Greece 
so much resemble each other. Tho au- 
tocratic supremacy of the Greek church 
in Russia quite accounts for that. 


But what does somewhat make one 


wonder and ia of profound Interest is 
the distinct trace in the marriage cus- 
toms of Greeco of customs analogous 
with tha modern Chinese, Hindaos, Par. 


sees and gypsies. A charming theme for 
study this and to be unstintingly rec- 
ommended to the well leisured! It will 
lead back to the returning of some of 
the most curious, most fascinating, most 
suggestive pages of the matchless Greek 
story.

Living and Fighting 


At Santiago. 


MESSAGES FROMHARRYBROWNE. 


"Kind Uncle Sam, Please Pass This 


Through, I'm a Soldier Broke, 


With Money Due," Is His 


Stamp. J. J. Thompson 


Describes the Country. 


Yesterday's mail 
brought to I. S. 


Browne a letter from his son, Harry 
which -nil! be read with interest by 
the many who knew him. 
The en- 


velope it came in bore no stamp, but 
in 
(i'ts pluee the following couplet: 
"Kind I'ncle Sam please pass this 


through, 
I'm a Soldier 
broke with 


money due." 


Under date of June 27 Harry writes 
as follows: 


I wrote you last on board the "Man- 


iif>," our steamer, but am afraid you 
- ill not get it. We landed at El Cuba, 
if miles east of Santiago. The Span- 
iards had erected defenses, but our 
ivarships bombarded the life out of 
them aiv ^ey took to the hihs. Af- 
UT landing.'the brigade to which we 
belong-, an advance was made, our 
regiment being the third in line, Col. 
i'iark commanding the brigade, ag 
V.in Horn was ill. We marched four 
•p.iles in the mountains when we were 
-•ucamped for the 
night. 
The next 


•lay we marched te.n miles to a town 
the name or which I do not remember, 
but from which the Cubans had al- 
ready driven the Spaniards. 
There 


we camped two days, the other brig- 
ade taking the lead while we rested. 
Amongst them were Rosevelt's Rough 
luders, who were fired upon in am- 
bush, but with the assistance of the 
10th cavalry they drove the Spaniards, 
some 1800, flying, but alas, they lost 
several 
killed 
and 
many 
wounded 


while over a hundred Spdhish dead 
were left upon the field. 


We were next sent forward 
four 


miles and reinforced the troops 
at 


that point, where we stayed two days. 
I was here detailed for picket duty 
one night, about 
halt" a mile from 


camp. 
Our 
next 
and 
last move 


brought us where we now are, with- 
in five miles of Santiago, which will 
be 
attacked in a few days. 
Our 


forces here number 27,000, to compete 
with 18,000, with Sampson from the 
shore: the Americans on the right and 
the Cubans on the left; we hope to 
lick 
out of them. 


We get good water here, and plenty 


of it, although the marches are ter- 
ribly fatiguing I am still in the best 
of health, but hungry, as we are short 
of rations, having been without now a 
day, but they are coming: right along 
now. 
I touch no fruit of any kind, 


and am looking out for "number on»." 
Every town we come to shows signs 
of Spanish 
desolation as they burn 


everything behind them. 
Coco-i-utu 


abound in great quantities, and ,..<; 
all right if eaten of sparingly. 


Roads are being 
sh6ved 
through, 


and already wagon trains and artil- 
lery are on the way. We will be here 
probably a week 
before 
attacking 


Santiago. 
I think it will be "dead 


easy" as the Spanish have made no 
resistance whatever. 


I mias you but trust we shall all 


come back some day. How I miss the 
banjo. " I had to leave it on the trans- 
port, but I may be able to get it in 
Santiago. All the boys in Company 
M, are well ati& happy, 
and many 


have told me to thank you for the 
part you took in the entertainment at 
Adams for the company. 
I hear it 


was a grand success. 
W« are living 


in great style on hard tack and bacon, 
but we have two or three ways of 
cooking it so that it makes very good 
eating. 


I have met Foster Scott, he is look"- 


ing- fine, please tell his father when 
you see him and remember me to all 
the boys. As a mail clerk Is ready to 
take this to the dock, I will close, 
hoping we will be spared to meet 
ag-ain I remain, your -loving son,

P. S. By the time this reaches you 


we hope the American flag- will float 
over Santiago.

STORY OF THE 
CAMPAIGN. 


And Description of Cuba and Cubans 


by J. .T. Thompson. 


My Dear Father and Sister: 


Oh, what a glorious island! It is one 


of the most fertile lands I over saw. 
Sin»e we have been here it has rained 
on an average once a day about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. The sun is 
intense from about 8 o'clock a. m. un- 
til 4 o'clock p. m., but before and after 
those hours it is just fine. The even- 
in frs are subject to very heavy dews. 
We can put a shirt or pair of pants out 
over nlg-ht to air them and get up in 
the morning and you would think It 
rained. 


The v-pgetation on the Island Is mar- 


VPlous. fruit and all kinda of vegetable 
mattpr growing in abundance. The 
fruit Iron* fire mflflp nn oinprfnTly rtf 
the pineapple, which are not ripe at 
this season of the year, the cocoanut, 


which we lind lik'» apples, the man- 
grove, which is about as larso as u 
pear and shaped something similar tc 
a peach. This is a most delicipus fruit 
There are many hundreds of different 
kinds of berries and such other thinjrt 
that 
we 
wouldn't 
eat 
because \v< 


couldn't tell any thing about them, ir 
reward to their eatiiiK mattoi s. 


Tho land looks in some places nea; 


the city as though it \v;is cultivated n 
number of years ago. I suppose on ac- 
count of recent wars it was almos.t 
abandoned. In some okices we fin<i 
sweet corn, beans, pn i :i peppers, to- 
matoes, etc. These small patches wen 
tilled mostly by Spaniards, the Cubans 
living on the fruits and plundering 
If we had some Americans in here with 
the same chance that the Cubans had 
they would make a small fortune in r. 
few >ears on their little gardens. Thr 
land is rich and needs no manure what- 
ever. Everything is as green as it N 
up home, but you wouldn't think i: 
would grow whatever on account o: 
tlv- intense heat through 
the 
day 


Eat I suppose it is on account of th< 
rich soil and rains that keen them 
alive. 


Tho Cubans are in a fair conflitioi 


now outside the city, for we have giver 
them most of 
our 
clothes that •« t 


couldn't carry on our marches. \Vhe: 
we draw our rations we usually diviel. 
them and they will do most anythin; 
for us. 


"Well I will have to write you a fev 


words about exploits since July 1. Sinc-f 
this time I have been taking notes o: 
what happened every day so I con'' 
write you a good long interesting let 
ter. 


Friday, 
July 
1, 
1S8S—Battk- <. 


Carnes—We were camped the nigh 
before about two miles from this plac 
alongside of an old 
mountain roaC 


Ac 6 o'clock a. m. we broke camp am 
started on our march toward the town 
At C.45 a. m. the first gun was nrC't 
from our field battery of two gun 
which meant that hostilities had be 
gun. 


The 2d Massachusetts was held i: 


the rear as a reserve while the 22d an< 
Sth regiments of the Regulars madi 
the attack. The reason for them hold 
ing us as reserves was on account o 
our shells beinp loaded with blacl 
powder. The smoke coming from 011 
guns gave our positions away. Thr 
enemy 
and 
Regulars 
all 
use the 


smokeless 
powder and 
by this Wr 


couldn't find out their positions. Bu 
we finally found where they were and 
made it hot for them. A part of ou: 
company was brought on the firing line 
but they had to tjome back. The battle 
was fierce and bloody for nine hours 
The 22d and Sth kept up the firing ai: 
day. 


If we had the same number of men 


as the enemy and had the same pro- 
tection they did and they had the same 
number of men we had why they 
would never drive us out in God'& 
world. They had about three or four 
thousand men in strong block houses 
and intrenchments, while we had to 
lie flat and too keverything they fired 
at us. 


The 25th colored infantry came when 


v. e sent for reinforcements and they 
gt^ited in to attack them right away 
-!' w<is a grand charge. They showed 
me Spaniards no mercy at all and 
killed them with their Ijayonets. Theii 
officers couldn't do anything- with them 
whatever. They killed about 1,500 in 
the pits and left them dying and dead 
piled up in these pits. After this I'll 
never refuse sitting at the same table 
and eating with a colored soldier foi 
they are the best fighters the United 
States ever had. They fear nothin._ 
and when they make a charge they 
make it hot for the enemy. 


John J. Welch was shot in the groin. 


He is gaining fast. 


Fred. Simmons, while dressing a 


wounded man, was shot in the knee. 


Walla Paradise was shot in the 


shoulder. 


Alfred Thiel. who was sitting about 


three yards from me at the time, was 
shot in the head just back of the right 
temple. 


Arthur Carey of North Adams was 


shot in the cheek. His case was mar- 
velous. The bullet knocked out two 
teeth and stayed in his mouth. He 
pulled it out and put it in his pocket, 
so he will have something- to remem- 
ber this cruel Spanish war. 


Saturday, July 2, 1898—At 2 a. m. 


rations were issued, and we moved 
back. This move was made on account 
of Spanish artillery being- on the same 
road, so we had to take a more round- 
about way through the woods. We 
were taken to the southeast of San- 
tiago, where we were held again as 
reserves. 


The most of the men killed at this 


place were killed by sharp shooters. 
They are (France) Frenchman hired by 
the Spanish. They took their posi- 
tions in the top of palm trees which 
are so abundant on the island and a 
person can't readily be seen crouched 
in them. Our men are getting on to 
them now and are getting four and 
five a day. Some they bring down 
alive and others they kill. The ones 
they get alive they turn over to tho 
Cubans and they torture and kill them. 
At 10 p. m. we were awakened by shots 
from the enemy's side, who were en- 
trenched at the top of a ridge while we 
were at the foot. Th"y tried to rush in 
on us but were quickly repulsed and 
they went back to their entrenchments 
on the hill. But one man was wounded 
in the regiment here, and that was a 
stray bullet. The only trouble is we 
can't get our seige guns from the shore 
as the roads are not in condition to 
draw them over. The firing was kept 
up all day and part of the night at this 
place. 


Sunday, July 3, 1S9S—All awoke this 


morninir with great expectations of 
going into the firing lines, but were 
overcome ^\ith joy when ths news 
came about 10 o'clock that Sampson 
had gotten into tho harbor, and a (lag 
of truce was risen for neither side to 
fire until further orders. It was said 
that an armistice had been granted 
and by Monday, July 4. we would know 
whether they would surrender or not. 
Nothing much happened during the 
day until about 4.30 p. m., when cheer- 
ing from 
thousands of throats and 


playing of bands brought forth the 
srlnd (idine-= of eront -toy th.it S,imr>- 
son sunk or captured the whole Span- 
ish fiee.t, and lost one man and two 


wounded, while h«? captured 700 Span- 
iatxls with AdmA-ai (Jervera, and took 
him on board the Iowa. 


Monday, July 4—Left 
this 
battle 


ground about 7 a. m., arid marched to 
where we are now, starving the enemy 
instead of fighting thorn. Then we §oit, 
orders that any man caught talking 
loud would be arrested. It was one of 
the most loneaomp Fourth of July I 
i-ver put in in my lif'-, but we had a 
couple that doubly paid for this one. 
Sam Hisw, Willie Sime and myself are 
•dec-ping together. 


Tuesday, July 5—No 
great 
news 


during forenoon, but at noon we were 
brought to the front of a ridge to dig 
trenches for our safety if they do make 
an attack. The trenches are about 
our feet wide with an embankment of 
•Hrt and sods in front, about four feet 
deep and three feet wide-. Trenches 
.vore also dug for the field battery of 
.'*ur, three and t%s-o-tenths inch guns, 
\. hich are at the left of our regiment. 
Thi.s is all we done ai! day. 


Wednesday, July 6—We got up about 


i a. m. and went into the trenches 
digging again. If we had the same kind 


i dirt as we have in 
the United 


States we could dig them in a day, 


• mt just as soon as we throw it out it 
oacks as hard as it was before. More

three days than usual. Most of the

Death of Mrs, Mark Hopkins, 


The death, at Williamstown, Mon- 


day, of Mrs. Mary Hubbell 
Hopkins, 


widow of Dr. Mark Hopkins, 
which 


was briefly noticed in this paper, re- 
moves one of the oldest and, most es- 
teemed residents of that town. 
The 


end came peacefully at her home near 
Mission park, several of her children 
being present at her bedside. Mrs. 
Hopkins had been in failing 
health 


for some years, but it was not until 
two months ago that her illness as- 
sumed an "alarming form. Since then 
she had suffered mucn pain, and her 
children, who have been in constant 
attendance, realized that her strength 
was rapidly 
succumbing to the in- 
evitable. 


Mrs Hopkins was the daughter of 


Lyrnan and Mary 
Roster 
Hubbell, 


and was born at South Williamstown, 
August 12,1813. Her home stood near 
what is now the site of the Idlewild 
hotel. 
Her paternal 
ancestors were 


among the first settlers in Northern 
Berkshire. 
On Christmas day, 1832, 


she was married to Mark Hopkins, 
then 
professor of moral philosophy 


and rhetoric in Williams college, and 
ater president of the college for many 
years. 
In his "Life of Mark Hop- 


idns," President Carter has this to 
say of the union: "This marriage was 
n every way happy, and the ideal re- 
:ations of family life may be said to 
have followed 
from it. 
Through a 


period of 54 years, covering a career 
of great usefulness and eminence, but 
not unmarked by trials both of a do- 
mestic and personal character, with 
all his massive strength, he leaned in 
tenderness upon the wife whom he 
iiad 
chosen. 
He rarely 
went from 


lome unless accompanied by her, and 
n all his varied literary work her ap- 
proval and sympathy were to him tho 
seal of success." 


Ten children were born of this mar- 


riage, of whom two died in infancy, 
and one. the eldost. Miss Ijouisa Hop- 


ir"«. in womrmhood. 
Tho surviving 


children are Rev. Dr. Henry Hopkins 
of Kansas City, Mo., Col. Archibald 
Hopkins of "Washington, D. C., clerk 
of tho United States court of claims: 
Maj. A. L,. Hopkins of New York and 
Williamstown, Mark Hopkins of !Lon- 
d,on, England, Miss Susan L. Hopkins 


Williamstown, wife of Rev. Dr. John 
H. Denison, and Mrs. Charles 
C. 


Nott of Washington, D. C., wife of 
Judge Nott of the United States court 
of rlnims. Mrs Hopkins survived her 
husband by 11 yoars. She was a life- 
long member of the Congregational 
church, and hnd always taken an ac- 
tive interest in the religious, social 
and charitable work of the town. 


The funeral will probably be held 


at the house Wednesday. The burial 
will be In the college cemetery by the 
side of her husband.
